County Will Get 
Some Housing 


Some relief seemed in sight 
today for areas in .San Bernar- 
dino county where the housing 
shortage is most acute as an al- 
location of 250 more units of 
temporary housing for veterans 
was received by George L. Black, 
executive director of the San 
Bernardino county housing au- 
thority. 

The units which will include 
Quonset huts, hutments and bar- 
racks buildings, will be shipped 
into the county for erection on 
sites to be selected, Mr. Black 
said. This allocation follows by 
less than a month a previous 
ruling of the federai agency mak- 
| ing available 538 units, including 
| the 16 unit conversion project at 
eee” Village in San Bernar- 
dino. 

How soon the units will he 
available to veterans and their 
families is not known but is con- 
tingent upon their being received 
by the housing authority. It is 
believed that the erection of 
Quonset huts and barracks build- 
ings will require some time but 
a Series of prefabricated housing 
units, originally designed for 
France, will be diverted to hous- 
ing shortage areas in the county. 
Mr. Black said that these units 
Can be very quickly erected.

Law Enforcement 


Seen by Sheriff 


Increased operation costs of 
the sheriff’s department for the 
next four years was forecast yes- 
terday by Sheriff Emmett L. 
Shay, who is preparing a budget 
for submission to the board of 
supervisors. 

“Costs are rising as a result of 
the heavy influx of people into 
Southern California and particu- 
larly. this county,’ he said. 

The result, he said, “has been 
a marked gain in crime activity 
in nearly every section of the 
United States and the area under 
my jurisdiction.” 

“Taxpayers and citizens every- 
where are demanding additional 
police protection,’ Sheriff Shay 
said. “War against crime is cost- 
ly and unending.” 

“The mountain area where 
tourist travel is heavy requires 
much attention during the vaca- 
tion season when hundreds of 
thousands of pleasure seekers en- 
ter our retreats and resorts,” he 
declared. 

He said ‘juvenile delinquency 
has been one of the fastest grow- 
ing problems with which we have 
been confronted. 

“My recommendation and sug- 


partment within the sheriff's of- 
fice have been met with the ap- 
proval of the grand jury and re- 
ceived favorable action. 

“The welafre of our youth,” he 
commented, “must come at the 
head of the list in the matter of 
law and order. 

“Criminals from other sections 
of the country are reported to 
be either on their way to Cali- 
fornia or already here. This is 
the natural result of increase and 
mixed population. The aftermath 
of this and other wars has al- 
ways led to increased law viola- 
tion.” 

Sheriff shay said while there {s 
an apparent high cost of opera- 
tion of the department, there is 
an off-set in the taxpayer’s be- 
half which has never been credit- 
ed to the sheriff and which dur- 
ing his present term of office 
amounts to $168,838.62.
